At the last meeting of th* City 
Council the matter of pnvlng Kast 
Second street, among other streets, 
came up for consideration The City 
Council decided to pave East Second 
atreet with brick from the bridge to 
Cnlon street, and from thence to Car- 
mel streat with asphalt on the pres- 
entation of a petition signed by a ma- 
jority of the property owners. 

There is a unanimous opinion thai 
the street should be paved, paved 
within the means of the property own- 
era. 

We believe we uuote Mr Carlyle, 
president of the Carlyle Paving Brick 
Company of Portsmouth, D, that he 
thought "It should not cost over $3.25 
or $3.75 per front foot to pave East 
Second street with brick." Again It 
has been ssld by those who profess to 
know thnt Huntington, W. V«., la 
putting down brick at $1.90 per lineal 
foot. Gentlemen, If yon know this to 
he true or anything else relating to 
the business of paving street*, now is 
the time to make it known. 

In this connection we print a letter 
from the engineer of the city of Lex- 
ington in reference to asphalt We 
call attention to this part of the letter 
-We bam not had mncli trouble, 
nith either brick or asphalt t one of 
our hemic-! trutelrd asphalt streets 
is showing wear and has been re- 
paired by the contractor. This street 
Is live years old ami carrier approxi- 
mately 7..VK) i chicles of all kinds per 
day." 

When does Maysville. or what street 
In Maysville averages T.r.no vehicles 
per day'.' Again: 

-VYc lone nnrr had any trouble 
whatever on streets with more mod- 
erate traffic, «a) up to .'{.otto i chicles 
per day; we hate only two blocks of 
brick in the heaiy frame district, 
which arc ahont nine years old. and 
are showing considerable wear." 

How does two blocks compare with 
all brick in the business section of 
Maysville? Again: 

"An asphalt street is easily and 
cheaply maintained, continuously tn 
get best results." 

The objections being urged aro the 
need of repair, coat of keeping clean, 
n granite block, and a double row of 
brick along the street car track and 
the cement gutter. Why I granite 
block? We think some oilier block 
would do just as well, but this la an- 
other story. 

Here is the full text of the com- 
munication from Lexington. Read it 
and study It until you understand It 

By the way, Lexington has twenty 
mileB of asphalt. It must not be ao 
bad or else Lexington would not put 
down so much of It. 

Asphalt streets here are subdivided 
into three classes, A. B. and C. Claaa 
A being two inch sheet asphalt sur- 
face, one inch binder and six Inches 
concrete. 

Claaa B, IS inches aBphalt surface, 
one inch binder and six Inches con- 
crete. 

Class C, 2 inches asphalt concrete, 
over six inches concrete. No binder. 
I nst of Contract. 

A— $1.30 per square yard surface; 
$4.50 to $5.10 per cubic yard; prices 
Include grading. 

B — $1.20 per square yard asphalt 
surface, $4.50 to $5.10 per cubic yard; 
prices include cost of grading. 

C — $1 per square yard asphalt sur- 
face, $4.60 per cubic yard concrete; 
prices include grading. 

Urick— 1«4 Inch aand cushiou, six 
lnchea concrete base, coat by coutrac* 
from $1.38 to fl.80 per square yard 
for brick aurface; $4.50 to $5.60 per 
cubic yard concrete baae; pricea in- 
clude grading. 

We have not had luurli trouble, 
with either brick or asphalt, one of 
our heaviest traveled asphalt streets 
is showing wear and has been repaired 
by contractor; this street is live years 
old and carries 7,500 vehicles per day 
of all kinds 

We have never had any trouble 
whatever on streets with more mod- 
erate trahic. say up to 3.000 vehicles 
per day We have only two blocks of 
brick In heavy trartlc district, which 
•re about ulne years old, and are 
ahowlng considerable wear; other 
brick atreets showing good resulta on 
more moderate iralllc streets 

Warm weather will not materially 
affect asphalt surface If mixed prop- 
erly. What inarkinga are made shift 
and dlaappear. The right kind of 
marking* in an asphalt alruat usually 
shows good qualltlea and no bad re- 
aulta. An asphalt street is easily and 
cheaply maintained, and ahould be re- 
paired and maintained, continuously 
to get best resulta. It la difficult to 
give coat data fur maintenance due 
to age of atreela, amount of traffic, 
amount of cleaning It recelvaa, etc.

atiou to make them good, ami by the prestige and .authority of the 
moral leadership of a great people, in a great cause, were treated with 
a contempt which should bare been foreseen ; ami when onr govern- 
ment failed to make those words Rood, its diplomacy was bsnkrupt."

New York, February 18.— Whether 
Mra I'harlotte A. Warren, a wealthy 
New York society woman, wife of 
Whitney Warren, the architect, will 
fight the government's smuggling 
charge is the question w hich the weal- 
thy friends of the accused woman and 
the custom house officials are anxious 
to have answered. .Mra. Wurren has 
already appeared In the Federal Dla- 
trlct Court and entered a plea of not 
guilty, and she wss given until to- 
morrow, February 19, to decide wheth- 
er she would alter or stsnd by this 
plea. 

Mrs. Warren Is chsrged In an in- 
dict nient with having undervalued 
wearing apparel of the value of nbout 
tm thousand dollars, which she 
brought with her when she arrived 
from France in November. Mrs. War- 
ren, it Is stated in the Indictment, 
placed a value of only $1,500 on her 
clothes, and explained this sum to the 
customs officers on the ground that 
she had managed to pick up some "war 
bargalna" and that three of her dresses 
although originally of foreign make, 
had already beeu brought Into this 
country and had the duty paid on them 
but had been remodeled abroad to lit 
the prevailing fashions. 

The goods, the value of which is in 
dispute, were described in the indltc- 
nient as one black and metal thread 
evening costume, trimmed with lace, 
one flame-colored evening costume and 
a quantity of suits, gowns, costumes, 
blouses, coata, hats and furs. These 
were contained in seven trunks and 
three pieces of hand baggage. Of the 
trunks live were held by the customs 
officers for appraisement, but were re- 
leased after Mrs. Warren had given 
bond for 814,000. 

It is charged that the defendant be- 
sides filling out a declaration under- 
valuing her goods, with the idea ol 
evading the payment of full duty, 
also made a false statement to a gov- 
ernment examiner that three of the 
gowns hal already had duty paid on 
them and had been taken to France 
only to be remodeled. 

The case has attracted a good deal 
of attention, not only on account of 
the social prominence of the defend- 
ant, but because this is said to be the 
first cane in which the undervaluation 
charge on account of goods imported 
Indirectly has ever been brought 
against a person not engaged in trade 
As it was not supposed that Mrs 
Warren had brought In any of this 
wearing apparel with the Intention ol 
selling it. it was doubted for a time 
wlieiher the government could draw 
up an indictment which would suit 
her case. The Department of Justice 
at Washington was consulted by 
Treasury IVpartment. and it was only 
after this consultation that District 
Attorney Marshall took action. 

It was on the information that Col- 
lector Dudley Malone secured from 
the government agents in Paris that 
the action againBt Mrs. Warren was 
based. These agents reported that It 
was Impossible to secure goods cheap 
In that center of fashion because of the 
war. and that there were no such 
things as "war bargains." Collector 
Mulonc laid the facts with the District 
Attorney, recommending grand jury 
action and forfeiture of the goods, 
with the statement that he was con- 
vinced that there had. been an attempt 
to defraud the government. 

It is believed by friends of Mrs 
Warren that the government has put 
the most severe construction on her 
uctlou, and that she will maintain her 
plea of not guilty In order to clear her 
name of the charge of intentional 
| fraud.

DELECTABLE DISHES. 

When one has a bit of cold boiled 
bam, ahred It fine with the scissors, 
and to a half cupful of 
the ham add one cupful 
of celery, cut In bits, a 
half cuprul of sour ap 
pie, cut fine. Mix well 
with mayonnaise and 
serve on lettuce, gar- 
nished with shredded 
green pepper. 

Dsnlsh Pudding. — Pare 
and core six apples, 
chop Into small pieces and sprinkle 
with half a cupful of sugar. Have 
ready two cupfuli of bread crumbs, 
soaked in one-half cupful of milk 
to which one tablespoonful of melt- 
ed butter has been added. Beat 
two eggs until light, add a grating of 
nutmeg, a pinch of cinnamon and salt. 
Mix the spple with the aosked crumbs, 
then add the eggs and lastly two 
dozen blanched, chopped almonds 
Add milk to make the pudding of tbe 
consistency of brown betty, put Into 
a buttered dish and bake until It 
leaves the sides. Serve turned out 
with cream. 

Ducks With Turnips.— Prepare tbe 
ducks as for roasting. Heat In a 
saucepan a quarter of a cupful of but- 
ter and the same amount of fat salt 
pork diced, and brown tbe ducks all 
over In this. Add two cupfuls of boll 
ing water, a small bunch of parsley, 
a sprig of celery snd two bay leaves, 
all tied fbgether; two white onions, 
snd six turnips. Cover closely snd 
cook sn hour and a half. The turnip 
and duck exchange flavors and the re 
suit Is particularly good. Serve the 
ducks with the turnips cut In dice on 
the platter. Make a gravy of the gib 
lets. 

Chicken, Western 3tyle. — Put 
through a meat chopper a fourth of a 
pound each of veal and fresh pork, 
two slices of bacon, the chicken liver, 
half a green pepper and two sprigs 
-of parsley: sdd a teaspoonful of 
onion and a tablespoonful of Worces- 
tershire sauce, half a teaspoonful of 
salt and a few dashes of paprika. Mix 
well and use to stuff a young chicken. 
Cook slowly at first to cook the veal 
and pork, then brown the fowl and 
baste with the fat every ten minutes 
Cook two hours and serve with rice

Veteran Illinois Rkerman Believes 
(Jasollni Craft Will Take 
Mi 



•'Thr time Is coming, and I believe 
not far distant." aald Captain Robert 
Tromhlcy of nioomlngton. 111., "when 
old-atylo packet and excursion 
will no longer be seen upon the 
Illinois and Mississippi rivcra." cap- 
tain Trombley la one of the oldest 
river captalna on the two rlvera, hav- 
ing served aa pilot and captain for u 
half century. Last year ho was In 
charge of the Streckfus ateamer W. 
W., one of the largest crafta plying 
upon the Father of water*. 

"There are many reasons for the 
expression of this belief," he con- 
tinued. "These old-style boats are not 
built for the economical handliug of 
freight. Neither are tbey built for the|^j^ fro|n 
accommodation of passcngera In the 
comfort and luxury that is expected in 
these advanced days. \ boat, to do .i 
profitable buaiuess on the Illinois and 
Mississippi, must have comfortable 
stateroom* nnd plenty of them; Hliould 
be built and equipped bo as to carry 
twice as many passengers as at pres- 
ent, and they should have every com- 
fort and convenience in order to at- 
tract the patronage of discriminating 
tourists. They should also be pre- 
pared to operate from the moment 
that navigation opens in the spring 
until it closes in the fall. 

"There is uo good reason why the 
seaBon should be so short It could 
be extended three or four months and 
the business could also be doubled if 
the proper accommodations were pro- 
vided. The scenery is just as attrac- 
tive In the early spring and late fall aH 
it la In the summer months. A great 
majority of those who tako river trips 
do bo because they provide oppor- 
tunity for rest and quietude. It the 
boats are properl> equipped they can 
run the greater portion of the year the 
name aa ocean-going vessels Boats of 
this nature may not he seen next 
year, but they are certain to eotne in 
time, aa the companies realize the 
possibilities before them.

This statement was not satlsfaclorv 
to Attorneys Byron and Cole for the 
Dover Trust Company, who contended 
that their fee should fca one-half of 
the amount of the settlement, but no 
agreement could be reached, and the 
attorneys brought suit for 125,000 
damages.
